Siihjed :—Report cm Organsational Reforms by Task Force 
on NCERT ; Orders on 

No. F,24-l /84-Sch.4.—Tile National Council of Educational 
Research and Training (NCERT) was set up in 1961 asi an 
autonomous organisation under this Ministry of Education by 


amalgamating the various specific purpose instltutious that 
the Ministry of Education had set up earlier. The establish¬ 
ment of these institutions—the Bureaux of Te.xthooks Re¬ 
search and Educalional and Voc.itional Guidance, National 
Institutes of Basic Education and Audio-Visual Education 
etc.—had followed the acceptance, by the Government of the 
recommendations of the ^condaiy Education Commission, 
1953. The main purpose of establishing these institutions 
was to provide academic inputs to the school system with a 
view to improving its quality. The desirability of an all 
purpose imtitiition like NCERT followed from the need for 
developing a comprehensive and integrated plan of improving 
the quality of school education. 


2. The Memorandum of Association of the Council indi¬ 
cates, in broad terms, the lole that the Council is expected 
to play in the educational development of the country. The 
Memorandum lays down the primai'y function of the Coun¬ 
cil to be ‘to assist and advise the Ministry of Education 
and Social Welfare in the implementation of its policies 
and major programmes in the field of education, particularly 
school education.’ For the realisation of these objectives, the 
Council is expected to :— 

(a) Conduct, aid, promote and coordinate re.search in 
•all branches of school education; 

(b) Organise pre-service and in-service training, mainly 
at Qn advanced level; 

(c) Organise extenston service for institutions, organi¬ 
sations and agencies engaged in educational re¬ 
construction; 

Id) Develop and experiment with improved educational 
techniques, practices and innovations; 

(c) Collect, compile, proces.s and disseminate educational 
information; 

(f) Assist State-level iastilutions, organisations .and 
agencies in developing and implemeting program¬ 
mes for qualitative improvement of school edu¬ 
cation: 

(g) C'oUlnborale with international organisations like 
the UNICEF, UNESCO, etc., and with national 
level educational institutions of other countries; 

(h) Extend facilities for trainin,e and study to educa¬ 
tional personnel from other countries; and, 

(i) Function as the academic secretariat for the National 
Council for Teacher Education. 


3. The Memorandum also provides for neriodic reviews of 
the organisation and function,s of NCERT so as to make it 
more effective, TTiere have been many reviews cither of 
NCERT ns a whole or of .some of its parts/activities, the 
notable one® heinnr the reviev. bv the Nag Chnudhuri Com¬ 
mittee in 1968, the Administrative Stafl College of India 
(ASCI) in 1977. and Shri I. P. Sahanayngnm (formerly Edu¬ 
cation Secretary) in 1979. 

4. While considering the annual plan proposals of the 
Ministry of Education in 1978 the Planning Commission 
siiepp.rf.n that the structure and programme of NCERT 
.should hr critically reviewed bv an independent Committee 
w(h a view to highlighting the role which it should play 
m orovidine necessnrv academic ,and technical support to 
make school education functional and purposeful. 

5. All this came to be considered by the Public Accounts 
Committee in 1981 when it took up for examination vai’ioiis 
aspects of NCERTs work. In its 4Rtb Report, the Public 
Accounts Committee (Seveuth Lok Sabha) made several 
recommendations about the work and progress of NCERT. 

Para 6.16 of their report reads as follows ;— 

“The Cornmittec have earlier in this Report drawn 
atteiilion to .some of the constraints and inhibiting 
t.actors that impede the proper function of the 
NCERT as a catalytic agent in (he field of educa¬ 
tion. And this, despite the fact that over the years, 
its working had been subjected to a series of reviews, 
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Tlie Committee find that a number of important 
recommendations made in he reports have still not 
reached the important and critical stage of imple- 
menlation. The Committee, therefore, suggest that 
a Task Force consisting of the representatives of the 
Ministiy, the NCERT, and some cmirreiit education¬ 
alists, should Ite set up cxpeditously to consider 
within a stipulated period of time the urgent pro¬ 
blem of restructuring of the NCERT to restore to 
it the dynamic, creative, and nationally useful role 
of effectively helping the educational system 
of our federal democratic republic. Naturally 
such a Task Force would draw guidance and help 
from the several valid recommendations and sug¬ 
gestions made in the reports of the various Com¬ 
mittees referred to in the preceding paragraphs”. 

6 . In pursuance of this recommendation, the Government of 
India in the Ministry of . .ducation decided to set up this 
Task Force under the Chairmanship of Dr. (Mrs.) Mtrdhuri 
Shah, Chairman, University Grants Commission with the fol¬ 
lowing terms of reference 

(i) To make a critical assessment of the role performed 
by NCERT in terms of the long and short term 
objectives; laid down for it in its Memorandum of 
Association. 

(ii) To review the recommendations made by earlier 
Committee, notably the ones named by the Public 
Accounts Committee, with a view to determine their 
relev.ance and significance for the Council’s future 
development, 

(lii) To suggest an optional organisational structure for 
the Council with a view to enabling it to meet the 
emerging challenges of future educational deve¬ 
lopment' in school education particularly from 
the point of view of improving its efficiency and 
productivity, 

fiv) In the light of the above, to suggest the overall 
management and decision making structures and 
processes for the Council. 

The report of the Task Force has since been received and 
its recommendations have been examined by the Government 
of India in the light of the views expressed by NCERT. The 
decisions of the Government on Major recommendations of 
the Task Force are as under :— 

Overall Perspective (Re comnte tidal Ions No. 1 to 4 ) 

Recommendation No. I says that NCERT must confine 
attention to School Education it is already doing so. The 
Government is of the view that the NCERT should deal 
essentially with school education. However, to the extent 
there is an interface between the school and higher educa¬ 
tion, it should deal with the same. 

Recommendation No. 2 says that NCERT should not be 
saddled with the work relating to adult education. NCERT 
is not doing this work and the Government accept this re- 
dommendation. However, NCBRT may collaborate with 
other agencies in the use of modern communication media 
and technologies. 

Recommendation No, 3 is that the NCERT's programme 
and activities should reflect national priority for u.ni- 
vcrsalisation of elemeritary education. This is largely so 
and the Government accept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 4 is that the NCFRT should develop 
capability as a national think tank in the area of school i 
education. This is so to a substantial degree and tbe Govern- ' 
ment accept the recommendation. 

TI. d^onccrn\ in School Education relevant to NCERT'.v Role 
(Recommendations . 1 - 26 ) 

Recommendation No. .1 is for NCFRT to develop teach¬ 
ing programmes and materials for single-teacher primary 
schools in view of thein huge numlser. The Government 
accent this recommendation. However, NCERT will have *o 
.develop an appropriate programme for this 

Recommendation No. 6 says that socio-economic, cultural, 
linguistic and pedagogic factors that impede univcrsallsation 


of elementary education should be identified and appropriate 
measures devised to ov'crconie them. The Government accept 
tnis recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 7 is that education programmes for 
gills should, be devised because gills constitute a raa]or seg¬ 
ment of non-enrolled population. ’I he Government accept 
this recommendation. However, NCERT will have to devise 
a programme for this. 

Recommendation No, 8 is for undertaking studies to over¬ 
come difficulty in reciuiting and posting women teachers. 
This recommendation is agreed to by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Recommendation No. 9 is that target oriented planning 
should be developed and backed, by research support, '^c 
Government accept this recommendation. However, NCERT 
will have to develop programmes for various disadvantaged 
groups. 

Recommendation No. 10 is that appropriate strategies for 
making education available to handicapped children in ordi¬ 
nary schools should be dcvelgped. The Government accept 
the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 11 is that considering the magnitude 
and importance for non-fonnal education system research and 
experimentation for developing relevant curricula for 
various groups of learners should be developed by NCERT. 
The Government accept this recommendation. However, 
NCERT will have to develop programmes for this. 

Recommendation No. 12 is that NCERT should develop 
appropriate instructional materials and training system for 
pre-primary teachers. The Government accept this recom¬ 
mendation. However, NCERT will have to develop programme 
in Ihi.s field. 

Recommendation No. 13 is that modem educational tech¬ 
nology, particnlnrlv mas.s media, should be u^ed for achieving 
universalisation by establishing appropriate instractionhl 
oiTangcments. Tlic CIET has been set up and strengthened 
within the NCERT for this purpose only and this is being 
alicnded to by tb'' CIF.T and tbe NCERT. The Government 
accent this recommendation. However. NCERT will have to 
woik out a detailed programme in this field. 

Recommendation No. 14 is that quality and orientation 
at all levels requires changes in structure, curriculum, pro¬ 
cess of teaching etc. The NCERT is alive to this need and 
they have taken up n detailed exercise for reforming the 
curricula, s'dlahi and textbooks with this end in view. The 
first part of the exercise was the national workshop for 
cuiTlculum devclnnment on Ihc 27 —30 May, 198.1. The 
TPcrimrpendation is agreed to bv the Government. However, 
NCFRT will work out a time bound programme for this pur¬ 
pose and implement it. 

Recommendation No. 11 is that curricnium should be re¬ 
vised and up-dated without total load on the child being 
increased. The NCERT has undertaken studv of curriculum 
load in five States/UTs in 1984 and has taken up revision 
of curriculum as mentioned in recommendation 14 above. The 
Government accept this recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 16 is that in vocationalisation of Edu¬ 
cational higher secondary stage NCERT should think of skills 
which will diversify the economy particularly the rural eco¬ 
nomy. The related recommendation No. 17 is that vocational 
education at -1-2 stage should involve the question of tcr- 
minality at -|-2 stage and the feasibility of self employment 
for an average student must be established. The Government 
note that a committee has been appointed by the Government 
to examine the issues in the field of vocational education and 
its report is expected soon. The Government agree with thi.s 
recommendation. 

Recommendation No, 18 is that an orientation in favour of 
values of humanism, nationalism and socialism as well as 
ethical and moral values should be imparted. The NCERT 
is alive to this and they have taken up specific programmes 
in the field. The Ministry have appointed a group of emi¬ 
nent historiaiisi with the Director, NCERT, as its convenor 
to give guidelines and material to coyer History of Freedom 
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Movement in the schools in a graded manner. Inculcation 
of desirable values is also an integral part of the exercise for 
curriculum reform taken up by the NCERT. The Govern¬ 
ment accept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 19 is that pre-service teacher educa¬ 
tion should be overhauled to meet the new challenges. The 
NCCRT has a DepaiVmcnt for Teacher Education and it is 
also the secretariat for the National Council of Teacher Edu¬ 
cation headed by the Education Minister. The training of 
Teachers has now been given very high priority and the in¬ 
tention of the recommendation made by the Task Force may 
be fulfilled. The Government agree with the recommenda¬ 
tion. However, the NCERT will work out an action plan for' 
this purpose. 

Recommendation No, 20 is that there is need for wider and 
better facilities for in-service training of teachers at all 
levels. It has also been recommended that there should be 
networking of universities and colleges to take up training 
of secondary .school teachers and they in turn should train 
elementary .school tchchers. As in recommendation No. 19 
above, the NCERT is alive to this situation. In addition, 
under a new scheme to be started from 1985-86 teacher 
training institutions are being strengthened and under this 
scheme in-service training of teachers i.s an important com¬ 
ponent. The networking of the universities/collcges/schools 
is a highly desirable thing but in practice it poses problems 
of management and administration. Schools and colleges and 
universities belong to different administrative groups and 
matching of programmes is frequently .a problem. However, 
the idea of networking is important arid it should be attempted 
ill stages; first while translating it into a reality within the 
school system and then interlinking school system with the 
collegiate system. The Government accept the recommenda¬ 
tion. 

Recommendation No. 21 Ls that mass media like Radio 
and TV should be used extensively for training of teachers. 
The NCERT is active in this field. One of the important 
activities of CIET tmd SLETs is to make programmes (radio 
and TV) for training of teachers and it should become a 
regular feature from 1986. Under a scheme being started, 
from 1985-86, the schools would be supplied with radio and 
TV sets and teacher training Institutions would also be 
assisted similarly. The Government accept the recommenda¬ 
tion. 

Recommendation No. 22 is that self instructional mate¬ 
rial and multi-media packages should be developed for train¬ 
ing of teachers. The NCERT has done some work in this 
respect. It has to be developed considerably. The Govt, 
accept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 23 and 25 : Recommendation No. 23 
is that to counter the evils of one public examination domi¬ 
nating entire schooling, it is necessary to develop continuous 
assessment of pupils, unit-wise testing, etc. Recommendation 
25 is that in view of the disparities and laxity within and 
among the States, a natiem-wide system of testing skills etc., 
be developed. A similar recommendation has been made by 
the NCn also. This is an important area which is attract¬ 
ing the attention of expert bodies active In the field of edu¬ 
cation. Everybody seems to be dissatisfied with the present 
system but the practical problem* make defining the appro¬ 
priate system very difficult. The Govt, accept the recom¬ 
mendation in principle. However. NCERT will be asked to 
set up one or more expert groups to determine the feasibility 
trf such a scheme and, if so, to develop the prototype, 

■ Recommendation No. 24 is that there should be a data 
base against which to monitor standards of education. The 
Oovemment accept the recommendation. However, the 
NCERT will have to take up this work as a project. 

Reemumendation No. 26 is that programmes for identify¬ 
ing and developing talent as early ns possible should be deve¬ 
loped and institutional arrangements worked out. ThLs is a 
question which has been coming up from time to time but 
about which no progress has been possible so far in the 
counti"y. The problems relate to defining the talent bud ways 
of Identifying it and then how to specifically piomote it and 
what it should lead to in professional life. The matter is 
sepaiately engaging the attention of the Government. The 


subject area, however, is obviously Important. The Govern¬ 
ment accept this recommendation in principle. NCERT will 
take up this work Us a project, 

ni. ffow should NCERT act 7 Rcco/nrnendatlons 'El to 39 ) 

Recommendation No, 27 is that a Policy Research Group 
in NCERT should be built up for strengthening data base 
and research base, It should also coordinate policy research in 
NCERTs and Universities. The NCERT already have a 
research guidance coordinating and monitoring body called 
EMC (Educational Research and Innovation Committee) 
which meets regularly. In addition, NCERT since last year 
has also taken up work in collaboration with APEID, 
UNESCO. The Government agree with the recommendation 
In principle. NCERT would examine whether strengthening 
the existing Committees would be sufficient or a new Com¬ 
mittee is required, 

Tbe second para of this recommendation is that collabora¬ 
tive research and funded research should be promoted by the 
NCERT. The research work taken up by the NCERT does 
not fully reflect the priorities of the different areas end the 
research work can be stepped up. It is also observed that 
collaborative research is a small component at present in 
NCERTs overall research. The Government accept the 
recommendation for promoting collaborative research be¬ 
cause on the one htond it will widen the research base in 
NCERT and, on the other, it will involve a number of other 
organisations in the country in such activity and thereby pro¬ 
mote expertise. 

Recommendation No. 28 is that NCERT shhould identify 
national objectives in school education and formulate appro¬ 
priate programmea for their realisation. This is being 
bttended to by the NCERT and the Government accept the 
recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 29 is that' NCERT should have a 
role in formulation of policies and its advice should be aifall- 
able to the State Education Departments. As far as Govern¬ 
ment of India is concerned, the NCERT is fully involved ini 
formulating policies and nrogmmmes. However, the Involve¬ 
ment of NCERT in the State Governments can be improved. 
TTie Government accept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 30 is that NCERT should advise 
and assist the States in academic matters particularly educa- 
tionaHy backward States. The NCERT, to some extent is 
attending to this but more, can be done in this field. The 
Government accept this recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 31 is that NCERX should promote 
Or develop the SCERTs and SIEs. It has also been saaj 
that special central financial assistance should be available 
for this work. The Government agree with the first part of 
the recommendation. Special financial assistance for 
SCERTs as such may not be possible from the Ministry be¬ 
cause XERTs form & small group. The NCERT can, how¬ 
ever, contribute to development of SIEb/SCERTs by involv¬ 
ing them more and more in research and other progi amme* 
and extending to them its faculty support. 

Recommendation No. 32 is that with the non-raonetary re¬ 
sources available to the NCERT, the professionalism in 
SCERTs/SIEs should be developed. The recommendation 
enumerates specific measures for achieving this. The Gov¬ 
ernment becept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 33 is that research in NCERT should 
find concordance with its objectives. Its in-house research 
should be limited and selective and it should form out more 
and more research. The GoveiniiMat accept this recommen¬ 
dation. 

Recommendation No. 34 is that NCERT should de.velop 
only innovative and experimental teacher training prog¬ 
rammes and Recommendation No. 35 is that only innovative 
pre-service training programmes should be retained by the 
NCERT—routine training prograipmes may be left to be 
looked after by the normal teacher training institutions- 
NCERT has only four Regional Colleges of Education. 
Therefore, in terms of numbers it= (raining capability is 
limited. Since there are 1,500 teaL-her tuaining institutions in 
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the country, there is no need for the RCEs to take up nor¬ 
mal teacher traininR programmes. The RCEs have expert 
faculty and the educational set up would benefit much more 
if the RCEs confine themselves only to innovative teacher 
training programmes. The Government accept these recom¬ 
mendations. The NCERT would review all its teacher train¬ 
ing programmes in the light of this recommendation. 

Recommendation No, 36 is that NCERT should develop 
models for monitoring and evaluation of educational prog¬ 
rammes. The NCERT has been attending to this and it is 
in the process of completing evaluation of History and 
Langu&ges books from the standpoint of national integration. 
The Government accept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 37 is that NCERT should provide 
expert service to States for monitoring and evaluation, dia- 
^ostic studiei, strategic studies and development of innova¬ 
tive models, To some extent NCERT is attending to this 
but this linkage with the State Education Department can be 
improved. The Government uccept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 38 is that NCERT should develop 
as a clearing house for development of school education. 
The Government agree with the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 3S is that NCERT as a research 
and development organisation should involve itself in prov¬ 
ing the workability of innovations and programmes in field 
conditions. T^e recommendation is desirable and Govern¬ 
ment accept the recommendation. However, the NCERT 
would work out an arrangement and implement it in this res¬ 
pect. 

IV. Structural Rtf arms (Recommendations 40 to 56) ' 

Recommendations No. 40-41 are tbet the NCERT may be 
.given a legal charter and made into a statutory body. It 
should be conferred the status of a deemed universlOr. This 
recommendation has been examined and Government have 
decided not to accept this recommendation. The NCERT is 
jiot only the adviser to the Government on academic matters 
but also the academic wing of the Government to which the 
Government turns for advice from time to time and in many 
cases it , is also the agency for implementation of priority 
programmes. For example, the Government has entrusted to 
the NCERT the review of textbooks from the point of view 
of national integration, preparation of guidelines Jaod materials 
for History of Freedom Movement and the Computer Lite¬ 
racy Project. Thus, relationship require a much more intimate 
Unlmge between the Ministry and NCERT than would be 
tMMsible under a statutory and fully autonomous arrangements. 
The EduOatlon Minister should remain President of the NCERT 
and no change in the constitution of the Board or the Execu¬ 
tive Committee as dso in the system of powers between the 
Director vis-a-vis, President is called for. It seems desirable 
to state in this context that the Director, NCERT should he 
the Executive Head of the Council and should have all the 
administrative powers to perform this role. He should be the 
appointing authority of-the staff of (dl categories within the 
NCERT. 

Recommendation No. 42 la that the management throu^ 
Committees supplemented by delegation of authorities shotud 
continue in the NCERT. It is already being practised In 
NCERT and the Government accept the recommendation. 
However, the NCERT would be asked to further consider 
delegations of power to Heads of Departments (and Professors 
to Improve the operational efflclency. 

Recommendation No. 43 defines the areas of concern in 
the NTE and suggests that it should be reorganised into II 
departments. In 1983, the NCERT has already reorganised 
the departments from earlier 26 to 14. These are 3 more 
recommended by the Task Force but they generally con¬ 
form to the recommendations made by the Task Force. The 
Government accept the recommendation in principle. 

Recommendation No. 44 is that substantial powers should 
be delegated to Departments dealing with development and 
implementatlqii, TV Go-vemment accept he recommendaion. 
However, the NCERT srtU be asked to work out specific pro- 
poiids and obftin ordere of the Executive Committee. 


The second part of the recommendation is that the salai-y 
of the lolnt Director should be higher than that of Principal/ 
Head of the Department and Pjofessor. 

Similarly the salUry of Heads of Departments should bo 
higher by giving a special pay to them than that of profes¬ 
sors. It may be apropriately decided by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the NCERT. 

Recommendation No, 45 is that the research development 
and extension work undertaken by the Departments should 
have clear-out focus. Each Deptirtmeat should have an Ad¬ 
visory Committee to ensure this. The details' of research 
work undertaken in the NCERT does indicate to some extent 
lack of focus and a Departmental Advisory Committee would 
help in this. The Government accept this recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 46 is that there should be an annual 
meeting of field officers. The Government uccept the recom¬ 
mendation. 

Recommendation No. 47 is that two more regional centres 
of the NCERT should be set up. At present there are four, 
one in Ajmer, one in Bhopal, one in Bhubaneswar and one 
in Mysore. Large parts in the Northern region and the 
North-East are not adequately served. In 1984 a proposlal 
for setting up a regional centre for the North-East was 
approved and it was decided that a Committee headed by the 
Director, NCERT. should visit the area and recommend 
possible sites. The Govt, accept the recomraendiation for 
North-Ea.st and in principle for the other centre. However, 
NCERT should fake up the work for setting up its regional 
centre on priority. 


Recommendation No. 48 is that Regional Colleges of Edu¬ 
cation should be developed into Regional Centres of NCERT 
with the items of the work mentioned in the Report. The 
Govt, agree with the recommendation because the Regional 
Colleges have so much physical and faculty resources and the 
problems in school education are .so many that these institu¬ 
tions should not remain merely colleges for training teachers. 


The NCERT would work out an action plan for this. 

Recommendation No. 49 is that there should be two main 
Committees in each regional centres; Academic Council and 
Programme Ad-visory Committee. The faculty members 
should be shifted from one area to the other. The Govern¬ 
ment accept the recommendatiorL 

Recommendution No. 50 is that the Head of a Regional 
College should be above a Professor by giving him a seals 
higher than that of a Professor, This should be appro¬ 
priately decided by the Executive Committee of the NCERT. 

Recommendation No. 51 is that there should be perma¬ 
nent coordinating mechanism for field offices in NCERT and 
it should be in the form of field coordination unit in the 
regional centre. The Government accept the recommenda¬ 
tion. 

RecommendMion No. 52 has defined the work of field 
office. The NCERT ahould consider the work to be en-, 
trusted to its field offices and make arrangements in this 
regard. 

Recommendation 53 is that field offices should be 
strengthened by making their Head a Reader or a Profeesor 
to be supported by 3-4 academic staff. Such a recommenda¬ 
tion should be based on need of the work and its quiantity 
involved. It docs not seem to have been done in the report 
and to this extent this recommendation is unsubstantiated. 
Thi* matter should be decided by the Executive Committee 
of the NCERT. 

Recommendation No. 54 is that field office should have an 
Advisory Oommlttee in programme formulation. Since it is 
recommended In No. 51 that field offices ahould be controlled 
and coonllnated by the regional coitrea of NCERT, this re- 
commendallan does not teem JoMified tad the Government 
do not accept tliii. 
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Recommendation No. 55 is that each State should have 
. a field office. At present there are 17 field offices. Many 
of the remaining States are so small that the work there 
would not justify independent field office. Therefore, the 
Government do not accept this recommendation and the 
matter of opening ta field office in any State is left to the 
NCERT. 

Recommendation No. 56 is that re-organisation proposed 
in earlier recommendations should not require extra staff. 
It should be undertaken by suitable redeployment of existing 
staff. It has also been recommended that there should be 
a constant inter-ebange of staff between University Depnrt- 
ments/Statc organisations and NC ERT and similarly within 
the NCERT. Recommendation No. .12 (b) and (c) also 

envisage exchange of staff between the NCERT and its State 
Cointerpails/State Govts. The staff position at present in 
the NCERT is that there are 1746 persons in the head¬ 
quarters, 1936 persons in the regional colleges and field offi¬ 
ces. On the face of it, it is a massive staff aniT^ is ex¬ 
tremely difficult to say that all of this staff is fully occupied 
with work. However, it is also not possible to say that it is 
surplus or how much. Whereas in some areas like Computer 
Literacy Project and, in the near future may be for voca- 
tionalisation more staff may be needed which may not be 
available in terms of qualifications and experience within the 
National Council of Educatiomail Research and Training, 
generally speaking there does not seem to be need of extra 
st^. The head office apparently has a very large comple¬ 
ment. The Government agree with the recommendation In 
.principle with the conditions that:— 

(a) the NCERT may commission an expert study to 
determine the needs of stiaff in its various offices 
including head office. 

(b) In view of the need to retain the relevance of 
NCERTs faculty to the field of school education, 
a certain percentage, say 25% of the posts of 
Lecturer and above but excluding that of Joint 
Director/Director should be earmarked under rules 
for being filled up by taking people with expertise 
and experience for within the school system in the 
country on a time contract or deputation basis. This 
may be implemented in a phased ntanner by operat¬ 
ing a certain number of posts in this manner that 
become vacant from time to time In future. 

(c) for certain activities, that is, in the field of educa¬ 
tional technology, computer rclfiited studies, voca- 
tionalisatlon there may be no restriction on creat¬ 
ing the posts if the work so requires. 

V. Other recommendations (Recommendations 57 to 62) 

Recommendation No. 57 is that CfET while having auto¬ 
nomy should function under the umbrella of NCERT, This 
is already so. The Government accept the recommendation- 

Recommen^ation No. 58 is that NCERT should continue 
to provide the NCIE institutional support. The NCERT is 
the secretariat of the NCTE and this may continue. The 
Government accept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 59 is that NCERT should establish 
linkages with other organisations under the Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation and collaborate with States, etc. like ICSSR/NIPCCD/ 
Universities. The Government accept the recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 60 is that the volume of administra¬ 
tive work in holding National Talent Search Examination 
is such that it shoffid be entrusted to National Testing Ser¬ 
vice. Till National Testing Service comes into being the 
NCERT may design the texts for talent search but adminis¬ 
tration may be handed over to CBSE. The Government is 
of the view that CBSE is only an examining and affiliating 
body and is not the Appropriate agency for administering 
NTS scholarship scheme. Since there Is no reasonable alter¬ 
native available, all the work relating to NTS should conti¬ 
nue to be handled by the NCERT, The Government, there¬ 
fore. do not accept this recommendation. 

Recommendation No. 61 la that mass production of text¬ 
books should not be NCERTs direct responsimlity. l^Wica- 
tion department should be delinked biul made functionally 
autonomous and similarly mass production and supply of 
science kits skould not be NCERTs function. A separate 


organisation should be .set up for this purpose. Tlii.s ques¬ 
tion has been examined in detail. The turnover of Science 
Kits in the NCERT has always remained marginal. The 
Amount involved in 1984-85 was Rs. “1-2 lakh. Tfie NCERT 
books are used only by CBSE affiliated schools whose num¬ 
ber is about 1500. The turnover of textbooks in 1983-84 
was Rs, 2-3 crorcs. There is no scope for dramatically ex¬ 
panding this activity because the clientele is small. There¬ 
fore. a self sustainmg autonomous organisation cannot be 
set up for work of such small size. It is, therefore, recom¬ 
mended that till it will become viable for a separate organi¬ 
sation to handle such work, this work, may continue lo r*- 
: tain with NCERT. It should be on a ‘No Profit No Loss’ 
E'tsis, The Government do not agree with the recomraenda- 
liun for setting up of a separate organisation for this purpose. 
NCERT should continue to do this work. 

Recommendation No. 62 is that NCERT should develop 
an appropriate institutional mechanism within itself to 
periodically ‘look within’ and make timely readjustments iu 
its working. The Government accept the recommendation. 

Government wish to place on record their deep apprecia¬ 
tion of the work done by the Chaiimtan and Members of the 
Task Force. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution together with a 
copy of the Report of the Task Force be communicated to 
aU State Governments and Administrations of Union Terri¬ 
tories.

3. The Empowered Committee wilt examine all aspects of 
the proposals received from various imencies from the point 
of view of overall costs, their cost effectiveness and smtabi- 
lity for the programme requirements.
